Mark Keppel, for:many years su- 
perintendent of schools of Los An- 
geles county, always a clever speaker, 
and always to the point, one of the 
oldest exponents of more money for 
the elementary schools, was the main 
speaker of the afternoon and the 
ideas set forth by him_ reflected 
clearly the main points in the situa- 
tion and roused every one to a de- 
sire to act. 

He began by saying how: impossi- 
ble it is for farmers to set a value 
on whet he uses on the ranch. He 
declared that careful investigation 
shows that no man or woman, even 
without a family, can live properly 
‘and lay aside even the amount it is 
every person’s duty to do against 
sickness or old age on less than $1200 
per year and that wherever teachers 
ore any one else is doing that it will 
be found (that he has some other 
source of either income or supplies. 

Mr. Keppel gave some: -statitics. 
He said that with the population of 
the United States increased by six 
million during the last six years, the 
number of normal graduatcs has 
fallen off 7000, that is there are 7000 
fewer graduates this year than six 
years ago. There are 11,000 fewer 
students in the normal schools than 
aix years ago, there being only one 
in ten preparing to teach compared 
with that far back. 

He very pertinently inguired 
“Who's going to teach the children 
tomérrow?” “Los Angeles boasts,” 
said Mr. Keppel, “that she has no 
lack of teachers. (This) is true and 
always will be so long as there are 
teachers. It is nothing, however, to 
boast of. It reminds me of a strong 
man in the midst of starving peo- 
ple who says ‘I’m not hungry. I'm 
not going to. starve!’ And of course 
he won't so long as there is any 
food: or any people left to be eaten. 
But when Los Angeles says’ ‘Why 
should I worry?’ it shows she does 
Gaines aie oe the situation. Her 
t rs are drawn from schools that 

out and draw teachers from 
amalicr schools that in turn draw the 
best from yet smaller schools and so 
the process goes on until the weaker 
schools have no teachers. 

“Boys and girls who are educated 
and prepared for the keen competition 
there exists everywhere have no 
show in the world for the future and 
wherever there is one of those little 
empty school houses it is every- 
body’s problem to be met with 
staunch courage and patriotism.

| PASSING ALONG THE HIGH-PRICE 
PROTEST 





As the latest development in the 
general situation with respect to 
high prices for necessary commodo- 
ties, the horizonal reductions made 
by certain large clothing and dry 
good dealers in New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Boston are remarkable. The 
straight cut through the Wananraker 
slocks has attracted widest notice, 
but it is different only in degree from 
the Loeser reduction in Brooklyn, 
which practically accompanied it. 
These reductions may represent what 
would be considered good business 
policy. They are, nevertheless, re- 
markable because they appear to rep- 
resent other important considera- 
tions that are, unfortunately, not al- 
ways definitely associated with stand- 
ard business practice. That is to 
say whatever else these reductions 
repregent, they do certainly show that 
the popular protest of the consumer 
clesses against the inordinate prices 
that have recently prevailed has at 
last started up the course over which 
these high prices, some four or five 
years ago, began flowing down from 
their source to, their ultimate place 
of absorption on the level of the re- 
tail purchasers. Ariother ‘thing that 
the reductions show is that at last 
certain business leaders, though in a 
position to exact top prices and fair- 
ly sure of getting top prices if they 
ask them, have voluntarily sacrificed

Whether these reductions mean an 
actual loss on the goods now in stock 
is not material. Possibly the prices 
current involved margins that could 
be narrowed considerably without get- 
ting below the costs at which the 
goods weer originally laid in, Never- 
theless, a tinge of altruips, in buai., 
ness procedure is a welcome sign. 
Many consumers have been suffici- 
ently hard pressed to appreciate even 
the faintest sign of mércy on the 
part of those who have a say as to 
what prices shall be. And there is 
the shining example of the Steel 
trust to indicate that, taking the 
long look ahead, a more altruistic at- 
titude toward consumers is now con- 
sidered the wiser and safer course. 

It is too early to say just how 
much the reduction in these particu- 
lar stores will accomplish. The ten- 
dency will be for them to bring--into 
the market considerable quantities .of 
goods that have been held in stor- 
age, the holding of which would be 
likely to involve loss if prices are 
now really beginning to move down- 
ward. From the consumers’ point of 
view, it is desirable to get these 
goods in circulation. There are, with- 
out much doubt, too many stocks be- 
ing held back, in order that their re- 
lease shall not “break the market,” 
that blackest of all offenses in the 
eyes of a certain type of business 
operator who has been much in evi- 
dence of late. But the effort to force 
such releases can hardly amount to 
much until the lower-price movement 
shall have been taken up more gen- 
erally by Yetailers who operate on a 
fairly large scale. It is high time 
for the market to be broken by or- 
derly process, even at the expense of 
introducing a little altruism into 
business, unless the pressure is to 
be allowed to reach a point where the 
break will come suddenly, and with 
disorder, These retatliers have taken 
the broad view of the situatién, and 
their attitude cannot be less unap- 
preciated. They have simply under- 
taken to pass the public protest, rep- 
resented by the overall clubs, back 
up the line to the wholesalers and 
producers. There are hundreds of 
powerful retailers in the country who 
could well afford ‘to join iy the same 
good cause. And that the whole- 
salers and producers can afford to 
hear seems only too obvious.—Chris- 
tian Science Monitor .

A PLAIN TALK TO CITRUS GROWERS ‘ 

‘When studying our problems of orchard fertilization we find many 
and varied opinions as to the proper amounts of the different fertili- 

ers to apply, the method of application, etc. We have yet to find 
the rancher who doubts in the least the absolute certain value of a 
good application of No.4 Barnyard Manure.

The most direct information as to 
the government attitude has come to 
Fresno in the form of copies of cor- 
respondence between officials of the 
Apple Shippers’ Association and H. 
M. Gaylors, acting prohibition com- 
missioner. _Copies of this corres- 
pondence have been received by com- 
panies affiliated with California Fruit 
Distributors. 

In answer to the direct question, 
Gaylord writes that the manufacture 
of any Hquor containing more tian 
half of 1 per cent of alcohol, for any 
except._sacramental purposes, is ex-| 
pressly forbidden by the prohibition 
enforcement act, and quotes the sec- 
tion of the act covering that point. 

Last year @fforts were made in 
some states having local prohibition 
statutes to prevent the movement of 
‘wine grapes. In the majority § of}' 
cases, California shippers won - out 
over state authorities on the showing 
that wine can be made from every 
variety of grape grown in California, 
and that if these states: should pro- 
hibit the movement of known vari- 
eties of wine grapes, the action 
would prohibit the movement of other 
varieties of grapes which can and 
are occasionaly used for vintage pur- 
poses, although by far the greater 
percentage of them are shipped and 
sold as table grapes. 

In local fruit circles it is reported 
that a new turn has been taken. by 
certain interests to prevent the move- 
ment of fresh California wme grapes, 
in the launching of an effort to have 
certain varieties of grapes, ordinarily 
shipped green, defined as table grapes 
and to prevent the shipment of any 
other varieties. Again the Califor- 
nia grape interests say they are pre- 
pared to contest.any such move on 
the ground that any grape grown in 
California is fit to eat and that all 
varieties can easily pass under the 
classification of table grape. 

It is generally accepted that the 
federal health bureau is going to be 
an important factor in détermining 
how -many fresh California wine 
grapes reach their ultimate market. 
Last year the health bureau was 
very active in many Eastern cities,| 
and condemned many carloads of ta-. 
ble grapes which had arrived in these 
markets in a condition that made 
them unfit for human food. In years 
gone by these grapes, when so con- 
demned, were immediately sold for 
wine with very little loss. Last’ year 
the health bureau refused to permit 
their sale; on the ground that they 
could not be sold for food and that it 
was a violatiom-of-the prohibition act 
to sell them for the purpose of. con-| 
verting them into wine. *¥he result 
was total loss of these condemned 
cars. 

Packed grapes have very little dif- 
ficulty in reaching the markets, but 
the fact that they are packed and 
that higher prices must be paid for 
them, failed to deter winemakers in|. 
Eastern cities from buying them ‘in 
enormous quantities last. year, ac- 
cording to information secured by 
local shippers. Grapes of all grades 
of pack were carted to cellars, where

per for wine purposes. 

While the prohibition factor is the 
most. important factor in creating 
the general feeling of uncertainty re- 
garding wine grapes shipped in their 
fresh state, that is another factor 
that promises to involve the wine 
grape interests still further. That 
factor is the attitude of table grape 
growers and shippers toward the 
movement of wine grapes. 

Shipments of wine grapés have in- 
creased by leaps and bounds in the 
last few years, until last year they 
reached _Shormous proportions. Ship- 
ments of table _&rapes nave also in- 
creased, growers and shippers being 
attracted by the excellent prices that 
have been received. 

While the grape tonnage offeréd 
for movement to the East has been 
growing larger, the railroad capacity 
has not. yet grown in any such pro- 
portion, and the result last year was 


grapes on rolling stock ordinarily 
used for table grapes. 

The™inability of table grape ship- 
pers to get cars at timés because of 
the demand for cars for wine grapes 
aroused quite a storm of protest that 
promises to be even more vigorous 
this year. In fact, it is reported in 
local fruit circles that some shippers 
are preparing to eliminate wine 
grapes altogether in order to be as- 
sured of sufficient loading capacity 
for the table grapes which they ex- 
pect to offer to the East. 

There is evidence that the table 
grape interests propose to unite in 
their efforts this year to prevent fur- 
ther encroachment by the wine grape 
interests on car space, which the ta- 
ble grape interests feel should first be 
given’ to them, but as yet there has 
been no indication of the form of 
action the table grape interests may 
take.

‘The Passing of the Third Floor 
Back,” Jerome K. Jerome’s great 
play, will be shown at the Colonial 
Theatre next Monday and Tuesday. 
The character of the Stranger, 
taken by Sir Johnston Forbes-Robert- 
son in Herbert. Brenon’s production 
of the “Passing of the Third Floor 
Back,” while it is a star part, is in 
reality the least conventionally dra- 
matic character in Jerome K. Je- 
rome’s play. This fact has been 
pointed out by Sir Johnston himself: 
“While my part in this performance 
does not seem to require much work, 
it is the most difficult, from an ac- 
tor’s point of view, that { have ever 
played. I cannot show any emotion, 
surprise, expectation or anticipate in 
any dramatic fashion the action of 
the play.

TO WAR ON HEAVILY LOADED 
TRUCKS 


War on heavily loaded trucks is 
under way in San Bernardino county. 

The board of supervisors yester- 
day directed the entire traffic squad 
to at once start arrests for violations 
of the law as to the load limit of 
trucks. 

The maximum load under state law 
that can be carried is 30,000 pounds 
and no load can weigh more than 
800 pounds per inch of tire width. 
A truck with six wheels under cer- 
tain conditions can be loaded with 
40,000 pounds. 

Signs warning truck drivers will be 
erected at all the highways leading 
into the county. 

Under the state law the board of 
supervisors has power to reduce the 
maximum fixed. by the state law. A 
movement is starting to demand light 
loads for trucks with other than 
pneumatic tires. Solid tires, it is 
declared, are shattering concrete 
roads when they are carrying heavy 
loads.

Mill Creek-Clark Hill route into 
Bear Valley will be opened Saturday, 
yesterday announced L. R. Lothrop, 
highway commissioner. The work of 
removing the snow drifts on the 
summit of the Clark Hill is far 
enough along to make it definite that 
travel can commence on Saturday. 

The beginning of warm weather 
and the fact that the trout are now 
biting {s expected to send a rush to 
Bear Valley next Saturday. The val- 
ley is now practically deserted. 

The board of supervisors yester- 
day directed County Surveyor E. T. 
Ham to make preliminary estimates 
on the cost of the Converse Flat 
road from the upper Santa Ana to 
Bear Valley and also to submit fig- 
ures indicating what it would cost to 
reduce the grade on the Clark Hill 
and improve the turns. Ham will 
leave with a crew to make the eati- 
mate.

profession. I have been a delegate 
to two religious conventions in tie
